Kingdom  work  that  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  since  Baptists  first  came  to  what 
was  then  known  as  the  Natchez  Territory. 

Established  in  1806,  Mississippi 
Association  is  now  headquartered  m 
Liberty  and  has  29  member  churches  in 
Wilkinson  and  Amite  Counties  in  the 
southwest  comer  of  the  state.  The  oldest 
Baptist  churches  in  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  are  located  in 
Mississippi  Association,  where  several 
South  (Carolina  Baptist  families  first 
stepped  off  their  flatboats  in  1780  and 
established  settlements. 

Mississippi  Association  records  indi¬ 
cate  that  by  1818,  the  association  had  40 
member  churches  and  stretched  from 
New  Orleans  to  the  south,  Claiborne  and 
Copiah  Counties  to  the  north,  beyond  the 
Pearl  River  to  the  east,  and  into  Louisiana 
Opelousas  oountxy  to  the  west.

Focus  on  die  Family  founder 
James  Dobson  said  mere  is  a 
concerted  effort  by  some  to  use 
the  Mark  Foley  scandal  to  keep 
Christian  conservatives  home 
on  Nov.  7,  Election  Day,  but 
Dobson  said  such  issues  as  the 
sanctity  of  human  life  and  the 
direction  of  the  Supreme  Court 
are  too  important  for  conserva¬ 
tives  not  to  vote. 

"What  Mark  Foley  did  was 
unconscionable.  It  was  terri¬ 
ble,"  Dobson  said. 
Thankfully  he's  gone.  But  tell 
me  -  now  that  he's  gone,  why 
is  it  still  with  us?  Why  are  they 
still  talking  about  it?  Why  are 
they  trying  to  blame  somebody 
for  it?  It  is  because  they  are 
using  that  to  suppress  the  val¬ 
ues  voters." 

Dobson  said  he  was  told  that 
additional  news  about  "outed 
gay"  Republicans  may  come 
out  in  coming  weeks.  ‘They're 
dribbling  this  bad  news  out  so 
that  eventually  die  values  vot¬ 
ers  will  get  to  die  place  that 
they  say,  A  pox  on  both  your 
houses.  I’m  staying  home.' 
Folks,  we  cannot  afford  to  do 
that,"  Dobson  said.

Dobson  mentioned  five 
issues  that  should  motivate 
Christian  conservatives  to 
vote:  homosexual  marriage, 
control  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
the  sanctity  of  human  life,  the 
legal  battle  over  religious  lib- 
erty,  and  the  war  against 
Islamic  militants. 

1  am  told  by  people  who 
know  far  more  about  it  than  I 
do  that  there  are  probably 
two...  Supreme  Court  justices 
who  are  hanging  on  until  there 
is  a  more  liberal  Senate  so  that 
their  seat  will  not  be  taken  by 
somebody  who  is  conserva¬ 
tive,"  Dobson  said.

Many  residents  need  the  appropriate  amount  of 
time  and  guidance  in  working  through  past  negative 
experiences.  BCV  counselors  work  individually  with 
residents  to  bnng  about  positive  adjustments  and 
move  toward  emotional  strength. 

There  are  specific  individual  goals  set  in  each  of  the 
S.A.F.E.  Track  areas  for  each  resident  as  they  are 
admitted  to  The  BCV.  These  goals  are  discussed  and 
reviewed  with  the  resident  to  get  their  input  and  to 


let  them  know  what  is  necessary  to  meet  the  estab¬ 
lished  goals.  The  goals  themselves  and  progress 
toward  attaining  those  goals  are  reviewed  for  each 
resident  every  six  months. 

Other  accomplishments  during  the  past  year 
include  the  purchase  of  seven  new  1 2  passenger  vans 
with  anti-rollover  features,  the  completion  of  Moore 
Cottage  in  Wiggins  to  house  up  to  10  young  women, 
and  a  new  website  to  assist  in  fostering  a  positive 
Baptist  Children's  Village  image. 

During  the  past  year.  The  Baptist  Children's  Village  has 
served  298  residents  in  one  of  our  five  locations  through¬ 
out  the  state.  Those  locations  include:  Deanash  Campus 
in  Wiggins,  Dickerson  Place  Campus  in  Brookhaven, 
Farrow  Manor  Campus  in  Independence,  India  Nunnery 
Campus  in  Jackson  (Central  Headquarters)  and  Reedy 
Acres  Campus  in  Water  Valley. 

Through  the  Cooperative  Program  of  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention.  The  BCV  receives  1 196  of  its  operat¬ 
ing  budget  An  additional  40%  of  the  budget  comes  from 
gifts  from  churches  over  and  above  the  CP  gifts.
